TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  URBAN 
DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration,  my  Sixth 
Annual  Report  upon  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bo^nor 
Regis  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935,  prepared  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1492. 

I would  especially  draw  your  attention  to  the  following 

1.  Infantile  .Mortality.  There  is  a considerable  fall  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate.  (See  Page  17). 

2.  General  Death  Rate.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  very  slightly 
higher  than  in  1934,  but  it  is  below  the  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole.  (See  Page  13). 

3.  Vita!  Statistics.  In  other  directions,  the  vital  statistics,  which 
are  set  out  collectively  in  Table  L,  do  not  show  any  appreciable 
change  from  the  previous  year’s  excellent  figures.  (See  Page 

4). 

4.  Population.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the  population 
of  Bognor  Regis  has  increased  to  18,440.  The  natural  increase 
in  the  population,  i.e.,  the  difference  between  births  and  deaths, 
is  only  2,  but  the  estimated  increase  in  population  for  the  whole 
area  is  450.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  total  natural 
increase  from  1910  to  1935  is  636  and  the  total  increase  in  the 
population  of  the  district  from  1910  to  1935  was  10,340,  which 
indicates  that  the  increase  in  the  population  is  mainly ’due  to 
families  coming  to  the  district  as  permanent  residents,  although 
it  should  be  remembered  that  the  extension  of  boundaries  in 
1933,  increased  the  population  in  1932  from  13,080  to  17  530 
in  1933. 

5.  Meteorology.  I would  especially  draw  your  attention  to  the 
report  of  Mr.  F.  A.  C.  Cullen,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Meteorological  Observer,  on  Page  70.

(A)  a.  First  Aid  Station  improvements,  including  an  enclosure 

for  lost  children.

Square. 

c.  Modernisation  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.  (See  Page  34) 

(B)  a.  Free  Ambulance  facilities  for  residents  in  Bognor  Regis 

within  a radius  of  30  miles. 

b.  Improved  facilities  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  in 
order  that  small  amounts  could  he  collected  free  of  charge 
m addition  to  the  collection  of  domestic  refuse. 
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c.  Provision  of  a modern  mortuary. 

d.  Provision  of  a modern  public  slaughterhouse. 

e.  Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  for  children  and 
adults  at  all  recreation  grounds. 

f.  Comprehensive  scheme  for  surface  water  drainage 
throughout  the  added  areas,  with  special  reference  to 
Rose  Green. 

The  details  of  the  Comprehensive  Sewerage  Scheme  are  now 
almost  completed  by  Messrs.  D.  Balfour  & Sons. 

It  is  my  privilege,  once  again,  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support, 
to  Dr.  H.  C.  L.  Morris  who  has  kindly  deputi.sed  for  me  during  my 
vacation,  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  to  the  Matron 
and  Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  to  the  Members  of  the  local 
Ambulance  Detachment,  to  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  District, 
and  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council. 

I also  wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  General  Public, 
for  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Deaths. 


Age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  has  a definite  effect  upon  the  death 
rate.  The  iiarticular  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  Bognor  Regis 
favours  a high  crude  death  rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  per  1000  of  the  population, 
chiefly  because  of  the  disproportionately  large  number  of  people  of  advanced  years 
residing  in  the  district.  Bognor  Regis,  in  common  with  the  other  South  Coast 
towns,  is  a favourite  residential  district  for  invalids  and  elderly  people  who  have 
retired.  This  is  a circumstance  which  has  always  been  borne  in  mind  when  con- 
sidering the  general  death  rate  in  the  past. 

Since  1934,  the  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a “ Comparability  Factor  ” for 
adjusting  the  local  death  rate  to  make  it  comparable,  from  a mortality  point  of  view, 
with  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a whole,  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other 
local  area,  the  crude  death  rate  of  which  should  have  been  similarly  modified  with 
the  factor  particularly  applying  to  such  district. 

The  “Comparability  Factor”  for  Bognor  Regis  is  0.83,  and  the  crude  death 
rate  is  multiplied  by  this  figure  to  obtain  the  adjusted  death  rate.  In  this  Report, 
both  the  crude  and  the  adjusted  death  rates  have  been  given  in  every  instance. 

It  is  not  intended  to  explain  here  the  method  adopted  by  the  Registrar-General 
in  calculating  the  “ Comparability  Factor,”  but  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Factor  is 
ba.sed  on  the  1931  census  population,  and  may,  therefore,  be  applied  to  the  death 
rates  for  the  past  four  years.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  Bognor  Regis  for  the  years 
1931,  1932,  1933  and  1934  are  given  below  : —

Other  factors  influencing  crude  death  rates  are  the  birth  and  death  rates  of  a 
district  for  previous  years.  Thus,  if  a district  has  had  a low  death  rate  for  a number 
of  years,  the  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  population  will  be  raised,  and  this 
u ill  favour  a high  death  rate  in  subsequent  years.  A low  birth  rate  for  a number 
of  years  will  have  the  same  effect,  for  a similar  reason. 

THE  XLhMBER  OF  DEATHS  OF  BOGNOR  REGIS  PEOPLE  WAS  224. 
THE  DEATH  RATE  PER  1000  OF  THE  POPULATION  WAS  12.1,  AND  THE 
ADJUSTED  DEATH  RATE  10.0.  THE  DEATH  RATE  FOR  ENGLAND  AND 
WALES  WAS  11.7. 

It  will  be  noted  in  Table  IV.,  where  the  deaths  at  all  ages  are  analysed,  that  nearly 
60  per  cent  of  the  deaths  are  of  persons  from  65  years  of  age  and  upwards.

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As  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  was  somewhat 
high,  compared  with  1922  to  1932.  A total  of  118  cases  was  notified,  two  less  than 
in  1934. 

The  infection  was  of  a very  mild  character,  although  the  symptoms  of  the  few 
adults  affected  were  rather  more  severe. 

Infection  was  not  confined  to  this  area,  as  reports  indicate  that  not  only  West 
Sussex,  but  many  other  large  areas  throughout  the  country  were  similarly  affected.

CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

When  an  infectious  disease  is  notified  a thorough  investigation  is  carried  out 
immediately.  In  the  case  of  children,  all  contacts  are  excluded  from  School  for  the 
regulation  periods  and  the  head  teachers  notified.  There  is  now  a complete  co- 
operation between  the  Sunday  School  correspondents  and  the  Publie  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  when  children  are  excluded  from  the  day  school,  they  are  also  excluded 
from  the  Sunday  School.

Public  Health  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1925. 

These  Regulations  prohibit  any  one  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from  being  employed  in  connection  with  a dairy  in  any 
manner  likely  to  create  danger  of  infection  of  the  milk.  No  such  case  has  arisen 
during  the  year  under  review'. 

Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

This  section  empow'ers  the  Local  Authority  to  obtain  the  removal  to  Hospital 
of  infectious  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  No  action  was  found 
necessary  by  this  Authority  during  the  year.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
in  the  Area 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  present  Staff  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Miss  S.  A.  Monntford,  Matron. 

(2)  Miss  F.  E.  Martin,  Sister. 

(3)  Mi.ss  D.  S.  Newbitt,  Assistant  Nurse. 

(4)  Mi.ss  O.  D.  Mills,  Assistant  Nurse. 

(5)  Miss  F.  M.  Legge,  Assistant  Nurse. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  within  the  district,  and  lies  on 
the  west  side  of  Hawthorn  Road  in  four  and  a half  acres  of  ground.  It  consists  of  : — 

(a)  An  administration  block  with  accommodation  for  the  Nursing 

Staff. 

(b)  Two  ward  blocks,  each  containing  two  wards,  bathroom  and 
offices,  and  kitchen.  One  block  provides  official  accommodation  for  eight  Diphtheria 
patients,  and  the  other  for  eight  Scarlet  Fever  patients. 

(c)  A separate  block,  containing  Mortuary,  Laundry  and  Disinfecting 

Chamber. 

(d)  A Porter’s  Lodge. 

There  is  an  observation  Room  in  the  Scailet  Fever  block.  This  is  for  the 
purpose  of  isolating  suspicious  eases  until  a definite  diagnosis  can  be  made. 

Duiing  the  year  34  cases  of  Diphtheria,  77  cases  cT  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 ob- 
servation cases  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

MODERNISATION  OF  THE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Last  year,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that,  in  y)ractice,  the  .suggested 
standard  of  one  bed  per  thousand  of  the  po})ulation  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of 
infectious  disea.se,  is  not  adecyuate  for  a seaside  resort  wheie  there  is  a floating  popu- 
lation during  the  Summer  months  and  a very  definite  lisk  of  infection  from  outside 
sources. 

The  present  population  of  Bognor  Regis  is  estimated  at  18,440,  but  during  the 
Summer  it  is  estimated  that,  with  visitors,  the  pojmlation  reaches  between  40,000 
and.  45,000. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  there  are  a large  number  of  private  schools 
in  the  district,  also  convalescent  homes,  catering  for  children  from  various  parts  of 
the  country,  and  it  will  be  readily  under.stooel  that  on  more  than  one  occasion  in- 
fection has  been  definitely  traced  to  a school  child  on  his  return  to  this  district  after 
a holiday  at  his  home  outside  the  area. 

Plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  modernisation  of  the  Hospital.  A cubicle 
block  is  very  essential,  not  only  to  deal  with  an  incn'ased  number  of  cases  following 
the  extension  of  boimdaries,  but  also  to  deal  with  cases  of  mixed  infection. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  admit  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  such  as  pneumonia, 
measles,  whooping-cough,  etc.,  as  at  the  present  time  there  is  provision  for  only 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases. 

From  time  to  time,  it  has  been  sugge.sted  that  a large  number  of  the  milder 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  could  be  isolated  in  the  home,  a theory  which  may  be  accepted 
in  an  area  with  a normal  population,  but  at  a seaside  health  resort,  it  is  shown  in 
practice  to  be  absolutely  essential  that  a considerable  proportion  of  all  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  occurring  in  the  district  must  be  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital.

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2. — MATERNITY. 

The  County  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  for  Women, 
Buckingham  Road,  Brighton,  whereby  two  beds  are  reserved  for  the  reception  of 
difficult  cases  of  labour. 

In  January,  1924,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  County  Council  with  the 
Guardians  of  the  Steyning  Union  for  the  admission  of  normal  cases  to  the  Southlands 
Hospital  (Steyning  Infirmary)  and  this  arrangement  continued  to  operate  when  the 
Institution  was  transferred  on  1st  April,  1930,  to  the  East  Sussex  County  Council 
under  the  Local  Goveinment  Act,  1929.  It  is  intended  for  cases  where  the  home 
conditions  under  whiclr  the  mother  is  living  are  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  year,  4 cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Hospital  for  Women,  Brighton, 
and  5 cases  at  Southlands  Hospital,  Shoreham. 

3. — CHILDREN. 

The  County  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Alexandra  Hospital  for 
Children,  Brighton,  whereby  two  cots  are  reserved  for  the  reception  of  children 
under  the  age  of  twelve  months  requiring  special  in-patient  treatment.  No  cases 
from  this  area  were  received  during  the  yeai'. 

4. — SMALL-POTC. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  with  the  Brighton  Cor- 
poration for  the  reservation  of  two  beds  in  the  Brighton  Small-Pox  Hospital  at 
Fulking.  The  arrangements  also  pcimit  the  County  Council  to  erect  temporary 
buildings  in  the  Hospital  grounds  to  provide  as  much  further  acccmmcdation  as 
may  be  necessary.

The  hospital  is  situated  near  the  Chichester  Road  in  vSouth  Bersted,  and  has 
accommodation  for  23  adults  or  childi’cn,  and  2 infants.  It  has  a well-equipped 
Gperating  Theatre  and  a modern  X-Ray  appajatus.  Din  ing  the  year,  390  patients 
were  admitted  and  276  out-patients  were  treated,  the  latter  making  1 ,128  attendances. 
Operations  numbered  272,  X-Ray  exposures  585,  and  massage  treatments  1,106. 
The  Hospital  has  been  invaluable  in  securing  prompt  and  adequate  attention  of  all 
emergency  cases,  and  it  is  being  increasingly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
for  general  and  medical  conditions,  with  excellent  results.  The  Honorary  Staff  is 
formed  of  medical  practitioners  residing  in  the  district. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infoctious  cases,  the  Local  Authority  possesses  a motor  ambulance 
for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  It  is  of  a very  old  type 
and  the  Council  proposes  purchasing  a new  vehicle  in  1936. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases,  the  Local  Authority  has  provided 
a 1936  20  h.p.  low-loading  Austin  Ambulance.  Members  of  the  local  Ambulance 
Detachment  have  voluntarily  imdertaken  the  duty  of  maiming  the  ambulance  and 
have  rendered  the  district  most  valuable  assistance  for  a number  of  years. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  Osborn,  Honorary  Secretary,  for  a report  on  the  Bognor 
Regis  Ambulance  Service  for  the  year  1935. 

The  total  number  of  cases  conveyed  was  317,  consisting  of  232  medical  or 
surgical,  and  85  accident  cases.

When  more  than  one  ambulance  is  required,  the  Chichester  and  Littlehampton 
Ambulances  give  service  in  conjunction  with  the  Bognor  Regis  Detachment. 

Messrs.  Sinnott,  \\’alwin,  Coleman,  Jenkins,  Brown,  Miles,  Prince,  Abrams, 
Trowbridge  and  Tribe  gave  their  services  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I wish  to  record  the  most  excellent  voluntary  work  carried  out  by 
the  Bognor  Regis  Men’s  Ambulance  Detachment  ; that  their  work  is  continually 
increasing  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that,  in  August  alone,  the  Ambulance  was  called 
out  on  42  occasions.  They  are  standing  by  day  and  night  to  maintain  an  efficient 
service,  and  this  so  often  incurs  personal  sacrifice. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Detachment’s  activities  are  not  confined  entirely 
to  Bognor  Regis,  as  surrounding  districts  have  been  able  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
invaluable  service. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres 

A.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Bognor  Maternity  and  Child  ^^elfare  Centre  is  under  the  control  of  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  and  a local  Medical  Practitioner  attends  fortnightly. 
There  is  a Committee  of  local  ladies  who  render  most  valuable  assistance.  The 
Centre  is  open  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  Parochial  Hall,  London  Road. 
On  alternate  Thursdays  lectures  are  given  on  mothercraft  and  home  nursing. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was  3,272,  an  increase  of 
44  over  last  year,  and  there  were  144  new  cases.  At  the  anti-natal  clinic  for  ex- 
pectant mothers,  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  137,  an  increase  of  32  over 
last  year’s  attendances,  and  the  number  of  new  cases  was  49. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  cases. 

B.  School  Clinics. 

A Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  is  held  in  Lyon  Street  School 
every  Tuesday  morning.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  fortnightly,  and, 
if  time  permits,  weekly.  During  the  year  431  children  attended  the  clinic  making 
2,812  attendances.  Appointments  are  made  with  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for 
children  suffering  from  defective  vision  and  arrangements  are  made  with  the  War 
Memorial  Hospital  for  the  operative  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

A dental  clinic  is  held  periodically  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  defective 
teeth.  The  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  is  a local  practitioner  and  carries  out  the  work 
by  arrangement  with  the  West  Sussex  County  Council.  During  the  year  1935, 
84  children  received  treatment  for  defective  vision,  and  27  children  received  operative 
treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 
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The  routine  medical  inspection  of  school  children  in  the  elementary  schools 
in  the  district  is  carried  out  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  direction 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council.  Under  this 
scheme  children  are  examined  at  least  three  times  during  their  school  life. 

(1)  The  first  examination  is  made  during  the  year  following  admission. 

(2)  The  second  when  the  child  is  between  8 and  9 years  as  an  ‘ intermediate.’ 

(3)  And  the  third  between  the  ages  of  12  and  13  as  a ‘ leaver.’ 

Any  child  foimd  suffering  from  a defect  is  kept  under  observation  at  the  appro- 
priate Clinic,  and  in  any  case  is  examined  every  6 months  at  school  imtil  the  defect 
is  remedied,  if  possible,  and  the  child’s  general  health  is  satisfactory.  Arrangements 
are  also  made  for  the  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  crippling  defects  and  ear 
defects,  and  the  cases  are  referred  to  special  clinics.  Parents  are  notified  of  the 
times  of  inspection  and  are  invited  to  be  present. 

Nutrition— Dissemination  of  Knowledge. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  carries  out  the  medical  inspection  of  all  children 
in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  and  conducts  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic.  This 
affords  ample  oppoitunity  of  meeting  a large  percentage  of  parents  to  whom  infor- 
mation on  nutrition,  especially  in  connection  with  feeding  of  the  growing  school 
child,  is  given. 

C.  Tuberculosis. 

A dispensary  is  held  at  the  Chapel  Street  Clinic,  Chichester,  every  Tuesday 
morning,  and  is  available  for  patients  residing  in  Bognor  Regis.  The  County  Tuber- 
culosis Officer  attends  every  Aveek.  The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  also  places 
his  services  at  the  disposal  of  local  Medical  Practitioners  in  any  cases  where  they 
desire  specialist  opinion. 

D.  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  by  which  residents 
in  the  county  may  attend  the  following  clinics  : — 

(i)  Worthing  Hospital,  Lyndhurst  Road,  Worthing. 

Men  : Wednesdays  4 — 5 p.m.  ; Fridays  6 — 7 p.m. 

Women  : Wednesdays  3 — 4 jA.m.  ; Fridays  5 — 6 p.m. 

This  clinic  will  serve  persons  resident  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  county. 

(ii)  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital,  Landport,  Portsmouth: 

Men  : Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  10 — 12  noon  and  5 — 7 p.m.  ; 
Wednesdays  4 p.m. 

Women  : Mondays  3.30 — 5.30  p.m.  ; Wednesdays  2 — 4 p.m.  ; 
Fridays  10  a.m. — 12  noon. 

This  clinic  will  serve  persons  resident  in  the  Avestern  part  of  the  county. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

A.  General. 

The  Bognor  Regis  District  Nursing  Association  employs  five  nurses,  three 
of  Avhom  carry  out  general  district  nursing. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  makes  a grant  to  the  County  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation for  nursing  services  in  connection  Avith  child  Avelfare,  school  nurses’  Avork, 
and  home  visiting  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

B.  For  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Local  Authority  contributes,  on  a visit  basis,  to  the  Bognor  Regis  District 
Nursing  Association  for  provision  of  home  nursing  in  cases  of  measles,  pneumonia, 
mumps  and  Avhooping  cough  among  all  children  up  to  school  leaving  age. 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  with  the  County  Nursmg 
Association,  special  nurses  are  supplied  in  cases  of  Ophthalmic  Neonatorum,  if 
required  by  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  charge  of  the  case.

Nutrition  of  Schoolchildren. 

During  1935,  the  supervision  of  the  provision  of  extra  nourishment  for  children 
!•  suffering  from  malnutrition,  however  slight,  has  continued  in  our  elementary  schools, 
!'  including  North  Bersted  and  Pagham  Schools  which  obtain  the  majority  of  their 
i.  pupils  from  the  Bognor  Regis  area. 

In  Circular  1497  of  the  Board  of  Education,  dated  5th  September,  1934,  and 
ii  addressed  to  all  local  education  authorities,  it  is  pointed  out  that  “ for  this  purpose 
I they  would  regard  as  ))ro])er,  that  children  should  be  selected  who  showed  any 
; symptoms,  however  slight,  of  subnormal  nutrition.” 

The  following  statistics  show  the  number  of  children  recommended  for  milk, 

I because  their  physical  condition  was  below  normal,  but  it  must  be  definitely  under- 
Ij  stood  that  the  nutrition  in  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  was  not  due  to  adverse 
financial  circumstances.  Wrong  feeding,  late  hours  with  insufficient  rest,  and 
(j  inherent  disability,  is  responsible  for  a large  number  of  cases. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  1,825  children  on  the  roll,  and  that  739  of  this 
total  would  benefit  l)y  receiving  a supply  of  milk  in  school.  Of  this  total  of  739 
I (40%),  it  was  ascertained  that  432  (58%)  were  necessitous. 

I 
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It  is  noted  In  tlie  last  column  that  963  bottles  of  milk  are  provided  daily,  which 
means  that,  in  addition  to  the  432  free  bottles,  531  extra  bottles  are  being  purchased. 

At  the  same  time,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  extra  number  of  bottles  does  not 
cover  the  difference  between  the  number  found  to  be  suffering  from  slight  malnutrition 
(739)  and  the  necessitous  cases  (432)  for  whom  milk  is  provided  free,  which  means 
that  there  are  still  a number  of  children  who  would  benefit  by  receiving  milk  but 
are  not  obtaining  it. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  number  of  really  severe  cases  of  malnutrition  is 
quite  small,  as  only  5 were  found  during  routine  medical  inspection,  as  shown  in  the 
table  on  Page  42. 

A number  of  children  have  been  provided  with  honey  through  the  Bognor  Regis 
and  District  Children’s  Care  Fund,  as  again  the  Fund  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  a 
considerable  quantity  from  a gentleman  who  is  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  children  in  the  district.

During  the  early  months  of  1936,  the  routine  medical  inspection  in  the  elementary 
schools  was  carried  out  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  children  were  selected 
in  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  age  groups  as 
follows  : — 

(a)  The  first  examination  is  carried  out  during  the  year  the  child  is  admitted 
as  an  infant. 

(b)  The  second  when  the  child  is  between  eight  and  nine  years,  as  an  “ inter- 
mediate.” 

(c)  And  the  third  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  thirteen,  as  a “ leaver.” 
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At  the  t line  of  the  routine  medical  inspection,  any  other  child  may  be  brought 
forward  for  special  medical  examination,  as  he  might  enter  school,  not  as  an  infant, 
and  thereby  falling  into  the  first  category,  but  at  some  other  age,  perhaps  having 
moved  from  another  part  of  the  country  and  his  medical  history  being  unknown. 
He  is,  t hcrcforc,  presented  by  the  head  teacher  for  examinat  ion  at  the  first  opportunity. 

In  addition,  a number  of  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  general 
defect,  will  be  jiresented  for  examination  even  if  they  do  not  fall  within  one  of  the 
age  groups.  For  instance,  a boy  aged  ten,  who  was  examined  when  he  was  eight, 
would  not  be  due  again  for  routine  medical  examination  until  he  was  twelve,  but 
having  been  found  to  be  ]>rc-tuberc-ular  child,  would  be  thoroughly  examined  each 
year,  in  school  or  at  the  clinic  or  dispensary,  where  necessary. 

The  following  is  a record  of  the  routine  medical  inspection  carried  out  during 
1936,  as  far  as  nutrition  is  concerned,  and  is  recorded  here  in  order  to  compare  with 
the  figures  obtained  as  the  result  of  the  investigation  of  malnutrition  among  all  the 
schoolchildren,  as  compared  with  the  selected  number  of  549  vho  were  presented  for 
the  full  routine  medical  examination. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  children  examined  vas  549,  and 
includes  all  children  irrespective  of  financial  circumstances. 

Out  of  this  total  74  were  excellent,  217  were  normal,  253  were  slightly  sub-normal 
(which  includes  all  degrees  of  malnutrition,  irrespective  of  whether  it  was  due  to 
financial  circumstances  or  physical  defects),  and  5 were  bad.

Till*  Children’s  Care  Fund  was  inaugurated  in  I!)32,  to  assist  necessitous  cases 
among  tlie  children  living  in  Hognor  Ilegis,  and  is  entirely  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions. 

I'he  Committee  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  the  School  Nurse,  who  are  generall}'  familiar  with  the  health  and  environment 
of  the  children  of  the  district. 

Where  nece.ssary,  fresh  milk,  and  oil  and  malt  are  provided,  either  free,  or  at 
reduced  prices,  according  to  the  financial  circumstances. 

Assi.stance  has  been  given  where  parents  were  advi.sed  by  their  own  doctor  that 
a child  should  have  a change  of  surroundings  after  a serious  illness,  aird  they  were 
too  poor  to  meet  this  expendituie.  M’here  they  had  relatives  living  some  distance 
away,  to  whom  the  child  could  be  sent,  the  fares  were  paid. 

In  urgent  cases,  boots  and  clothing  have  been  provided. 

A bath  chair  and  a spinal  cai’riage  are  available  for  children  who  are  suffering 
from  crijrpling  defects. 

With  a view  to  a-seertaining  the  nutritional  condition  of  children  attending  our 
elementary  schools,  the  ^ledical  Officer  of  Health  recently  carried  out  a survey. 
Among  the  1,821  children  examined,  it  was  found  that  there  were  302  from  homes 
where  the  ))arents  were  in  less  favourable  financial  circumstances,  and  the  children 
were  suffering  some  degree  of  mahrutrition. 

During  the  last  four  years,  3,355  tins  of  oil  and  malt,  and  9,368  bottles  of  milk 
have  l)een  supplied,  either  free  or  at  reduced  prices.  The  Committee  has  been 
indebted  to  supporters  of  the  Fund  for  gifts  of  honey,  eggs,  left-off  clothing  and  toys. 
Arrangements  can  always  be  made  for  gifts  to  be  collected  if  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  notified.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK. 

(1)  Quality. — For  ascertaining  tlie  quality  of  milk  sold  in  the  district,  the  same 

methods  have  been  employed  as  in  other  years. 

(a)  Samples  of  milk  are  taken  in  course  of  delivery  and  sent  for  examination 
as  to  the  })resencc  of  the  Bacillus  of  Tuberculosis.  The  biological 
(experimental  inoculation)  test  is  employed. 

(b)  Samples  are  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  and  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  examination  as  to  whether  they 
conform  with  the  standard  of  milk  fat,  etc.,  as  laid  down  in  the  Sale 
of  Milk  Regulations. 

(e)  Samples  are  taken  in  course  of  delivery  and  sent  for  examination 
as  to  cleanliness,  that  is,  as  to  the  number  of  contaminating  bacteria 
present.  These  samples  are  collected  in  sterile  bottles,  packed  in 
metal  eases  and  surrounded  with  ice.  They  are  sent  by  bus  to  Lewes, 
where  they  are  handed  to  a messenger  from  the  laboratory  where  the 
examinations  are  carried  out. 

(2)  Supervision — 

(a)  Production. — There  are  eight  producers  on  the  register,  with  approxi- 
mately 200  eows  in  milk.  Two  of  these  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  producers  of  “ Certified  ” Milk. 

The  Cowsheds  are  soundly  constructed,  and  are  kept  in  a clean 
and  sanitary  condition.  They  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals. 

(b)  Distribution. — There  are  16  milk  retailers  on  the  register.  Of  these 
14  have  premises  within  the  district.  All  of  these  have  dairies  which 
are  satisfactory  with  regard  to  structure,  ventilation,  lighting  and 
water  supply.  In  addition  there  are  7 registered  milk  shops  (milk 
sold  in  bottle).  The  premises  are  maintained  in  a clean  and  wholesome 
condition  and  are  frequently  inspected.

MEAT. 


(a)  The  inspection  of  meat  is  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

Butchers  are  required  to  give  three  hours’  notice  of  the  intention  to  slaughter, 
together  with  the  place  and  pi'oposed  time  of  slaughter.  This  is  rigidly  enforced. 
The  Sanitary  Inspectoi’  visits  the  slaughterhouses  at  the  times  stated  and  makes 
a careful  examination  of  the  carcases  and  organs.  Details  of  the  number  of  csarcases 
inspected  and  the  diseased  conditions  found  are  given  in  a later  part  of  this  Report. 

Any  diseased  meat  and  organs  are  at  once  surrendered,  and  their  destniction 
at  the  Refuse  Destructor  is  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  giving  of  notices  of  intention  to  slaughter  by  butchers  is  well  carried  out 
on  the  whole,  and  the  regulations  aje  complied  with. 

(b)  Slaughterhouses. 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  in  the  district. 

There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district  ; two  of  these  are 
R(‘gistered  Slaughteihouses  and  two  are  Licensed  Slaughterhouses. 

All  of  these  slaughterhouses  are  hadly  situated,  and  three  are  of  an  old  type, 
but  they  are  kept  in  sound  repair,  and  are  maintained  in  a proper  and  cleanly  con- 
dition. 

There  are  1 1 slaughtermen  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

(c)  Shops  and  Stores. 

Efficient  refrigerators  are  installed  on  the  premises  of  most  of  the  meat  retailers 
in  the  district,  but  in  some  cases  the  accommodation  therein  is  veiy  small. 

Shops  and  stores  are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition.  The  steps  taken  to  prevent 
contamination  of  meat  have  been  (i)  to  stop  the  practice  of  hanging  meat  outside 
the  shop  fronts  ; (ii)  to  require  closure  of  windows  whei’e  climatic  conditions  make 
contamination  likely  to  occur  ; and  (iii)  to  insist  on  meat  being  properly  covered  dur- 
ing conveyance  through  the  streets. 


OTHER  FOODS. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  17  bakehouses  in  the  district.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  premises 
were  formd  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Those  found  to  be  in  contravention 
of  the  prescribed  standard  of  sanitation  through  want  of  cleanliness  or  defective 
conditions  have  been  dealt  with  by  informal  notices.  In  all  cases  the  work  has  been 
attended  to  without  further  action  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  are  complied  with,  and 
in  no  case  during  the  year  has  overcrowding  been  observed. 

Other  Places. 

Stores  and  places  where  food  is  prepared,  particularly  the  kitchens  of  res- 
taurants, have  been  inspected,  and  have  been  foimd  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  con- 
dition. 

Ice  Cream. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  sent  for  examination  as  to 
cleanliness,  that  is,  as  to  the  number  of  bacteria  present.  These  samples  were  taken 
during  the’ months  of  June,  July  and  August.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  indebted  to  Mr.  E.  Watkins,  B.Sc., 
A.M.Inst.C.E.,  the  Council’s  Waterworks  Engineer,  for  the  following  excellent 
report  upon  tlie  Waterworks  Undertaking. 


During  the  past  year,  the  steady  develo])ment  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Council’s  water  undertaking  has  continued,  and  a piped  supply  of  water  has  been 
extended  into  two  further  parishes,  viz.,  Boxgrove  and  Tangmere.  In  these  two 
parishes  approximately  6 miles  of  mains  have  been  laid  and  supplies  are  now  being 
afforded  to  properties  in  these  districts.

The  mains  range  in  size  from  2 inches  to  18  inches  in  diameter. 
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The  Council  having  decided  to  soften  its  water  supply,  plans  have  been  drawn 
up  for  the  installation  of  base-exchange  water  softening  plant  to  reduce  the  hardness 
from  16.8  degrees  Clark  to  7 degrees  Clark. 

The  necessary  plant  is  now  in  course  of  installation  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  in  operation  towards  the  end  of  the  summer  of  this  year.  The  plant  has  been 
designed  to  deal  with  104,000  gallons  per  hour.

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Closet  Accommodation,  Drainage  and  Cewetage. 


Tlie  extension  of  the  area  on  1st  April,  1933,  brought  about  changed  conditions 
and  problems.  In  the  old  area  the  water  carriage  system  was  in  operation,  sewage 
being  coirveycd  from  all  houses  (except  5 on  the  outskiits)  by  two  main  systems  of 
sewers  to  the  outfall  works.  These  are  situated  just  North  of  the  sea  embankment 
at  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the  old  area  and  consist  of  trvo  large  storage  tanks  and.  a 
pumping  station. 

The  capacity  of  the  tanks  was  designed  to  accommodate  the  dry-weather  flow 
for  a population  of  40,000  people,  collected  during  a period  of  six  hours. 

SeAvage  is  pumped  from  the  low-level  tank  during  the  period  when  the  outfall 
is  closed — that  is,  from  five  hours  after  high-AAater  until  one  hour  before.  At  one 
hour  before  high  Avater  the  outfall  is  opened  and  the  scAvage  gravitates  out  to  sea. 
In  case,  by  reason  of  adverse  A\eather  conditions,  the  high-level  tank  cannot  be 
completely  emptied  at  any  tide,  the  remaining  scAvage  can  be  retuined  into  the  Ioav- 
level  tank  and  pumped  thence  by  a by-pass  directly  into  the  outfall  pipe. 


On  the  extension  of  the  area  three  districts  Avere  taken  o\^er  : — 

On  the  East  — Felpham  Area.  Thisis  partly  drained  by  a system  of  seAvers 
to  an  automatic  lifting  station  East  of  the  Aldingbouine  Rife  and  thence  to  the 
Rognor  Regis  outfall  Avorks.  A large  part  of  the  area  Avas,  hoAAever,  unseAvered 
and,  OAAing  to  rapid  development  in  the  unseA\ercd  area,  the  number  of  cesspools 
sheAved  iui  increase  at  31st  December,  1934,  being  376,  as  compared  A\  ith  320  at  the 
date  of  extension.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  year  under  rcvicAA-  sIicaa's  a decrease 
of  72  in  the  number  of  cesspools,  mainly  by  the  sewering  of  the  private  streets  referred 
to  in  my  last  report,  and  that  the  abolition  of  cesspools  in  these  roads  is  proceeding 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  number  of  ncAv  cesspools  constructed  and  the  number 
abolished  in  this  area  is  sIibaati  in  the  Table  beloAv. 


On  the  North  — North  Bersted  and  Shripney  Road  Areas.  At  the  time  of  the 
extension,  no  seAvers  existed,  the  area  being  drained  to  cesspools  (165  in  number), 
earth  closets,  privies  and  soak-aA\  ays.  During  the  year  1933,  an  automatic  lifting 
station  and  rising  main  Avere  constructed,  taking  seAvage  fronr  a large  estate  develop- 
ment into  the  Bersted  system  on  the  boundary  of  the  old  area,  resulting  in  the 
abolition  of  41  cesspools.  In  the  year  1934,  seAvers  Avere  laid  in  the  Chichester  Road 
and  Ivydale  Road  areas,  and  48  cesspools  abolished  and  connections  made  to  these 
seAvers. Further  (connections  have  been  made  during  the  year  under  revieAv,  reducing 
the  number  from  165  on  April  1st,  1933,  to  78  at  December  31st,  1935.  See  Table 
below. 
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On  the  West  — Aldwick  Area.  At  tlic  t iine  of  tlie  exten?lcn  two  small  systems 
of  sewers  existed  : — 

(1)  The  Jaekson  sewer  and  outfall,  draining  34  houses  in  Aldwick 
Avenue  and  vicinity  ; 

(2)  A system  of  sewers  draining  IMarine  Paik  Estate  and  by  means 
of  an  aidomatic  lifting  station  to  the  Bognor  sewer. 


In  addition,  there  are  several  private  disposal  plants  at  huge  residences,  but 
the  majority  of  the  houses  drain  to  small  eessjHiols,  of  which  theie  were  3(51  at  the 
date  of  the  extensit  n,  4S!)  at  31st  Deeembei-,  1034,  and  539  at  31st  Deeember,  1935. 


Although  fourteen  lesspools  were  abolished  during  the  year  by  the  construction 
of  the  Aldwick  Itoad  8ewer,  the  number  of  eessjiools  in  this  area  shews  an  increase 
during  the  ^-ear  of  50.  The  sewering  of  j)rivate  streets  now  in  progress  will,  however, 
provide  drainage  facilities  for  S3  houses  at  present  drained  to  ecss])ools.

This  Table  shews  that  although  a large  number  of  cesspools  have  been  abolished 
by  the  provision  of  sewers,  mainly  in  private  streets,  the  present  number  shews  an 
increase,  In'cause  of  rapid  development  in  the  added  areas,  particularly  in  the  Aldwick 
district. 
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It  must  be  emphasised  that  Bognor  Regis  is  essentially  a seaside 
health  resort  and  the  conditions  which  exist  in  the  added  areas  can  only 
be  relieved  by  a modern  sewerage  scheme. 

Surface  water  sewers.  There  is  a regular  system  of  surface  u ater  sewers  in  the 
old  area,  but  little  provision  exists  in  the  added  areas. 

CESSPOOL  CLEANSING  BY  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

A cesspool  cleansing  service  has  been  in  operation  in  the  urban  district  since  the 
extension  of  the  boundaries  on  the  1st  April,  1933.  All  cesspools  are  cleansed  com- 
pletely, four  times  a year  at  three-monthly  intervals,  by  tvo  modern  cesspool 
cleansing  vehicles,  each  capable  of  conveying  one  thousand  gallons  of  cesspool 
contents. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1936,  the  two  vehicles  carried  out  4,481 
cesspool  cleansings  in  3,895  journeys,  representing  increases  of  49  cess|)ool  cleansings 
and  155  journeys  over  the  previous  year’s  figures.  Approximately  3,608,070  gallons 
of  cesspool  contents  were  removed,  representing  an  increase  of  24,650  gallons  over 
last  year’s  amount,  and  the  total  mileage  covered  by  the  tu  o vehicles  in  carrying  out 
the  work  amoimted  to  17,182  miles. 

IT  HAS  BEEN  EMPHASISED  IN  PREVIOUS  REPORTS,  AND  IT  IS 
EMPHASISED  AGAIN,  THAT  HOWEVER  EFFICIENTLY  THIS  WORK  IS 
CARRIED  OUT,  DRAINAGE  BY  CESSPOOLS  MUST  ONLY  BE  CONSIDERED 
A TEMPORARY  MEASURE  UNTIL  THE  SCHEME  FOR  THE  SEWERING 
OF  THE  WHOLE  OF  THE  ADDED  AREA  IS  COMPLETED. 

COMPREHENSIVE  SEWERAGE  SCHEME. 

The  draft  terms  of  reference  were  prepared  in  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  a meeting  of  the 
Committee  held  on  the  1st  December,  1933,  and  after  very  full  discussion  were 
presented  to  the  Council,  and  approved  on  the  15th  December,  1933. 

Two  schemes  were  considered  : — 

SCHEME  A — To  include  the  whole  of  the  extended  Bognor  Regis  only,  and 

SCHEME  B — To  include  the  whole  of  the  Bognor  Regis  area  and,  in 
addition,  to  make  provision  for  accepting  sewerage  from  urban 
areas  immediately  adjoining.

Scavenging  and  Refuse. 

I'lie  Bye-laws  require  the  provision  on  all  premises  of  proper  galvanised  sanitary 
du.stbins. 

1'he  lefiise  is  eolleeted  from  all  ])remises  at  weekly  intervals.  Where  it  is 
thouglit  this  is  inadequate  a bi-weekly  eolleelion  is  earried  out,  sueh  as  in  schools, 
hotels,  and  otlier  large  establishments. 

Any  eojiiplaints  and  a])plieat.ions  for  a bi-weekly  collection  are  thoroughly 
investigated  and  i’e])resentations  made  to  the  appropriate  Committee. 

The  refuse  is  conveyed  to  the  Refuse  Destinetor  in  covered  dust  carts,  viz, 

4 mott)r  vehicles  and  1 horse  drawn  vehicle. 

Tlie  refuse  de.structor  is  situated  just  off  the  Shripney  Road  on  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  district. 


Factories  and  Workshops.

No  new  premises 
or  extension  of  existing  premi.ses  can  be  e.stablished  for  carrying  on  these  trades 
without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 


Public  Mortuary. 

Nineteen  bodies  were  received  at  the  mortuary  during  the  year,  and  sixteen 
post-mortems  were  held.

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Meteorological  Report  for  the  Year  1935 


The  following  excellent  report  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  F.  A.  C.  Cullen,  the 
Meteorological  Observer. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  these  records  occupy  a great  deal  of  time.  Reports 
have  been  prepared  for  the  past  thirteen  years. 

Detailed  information  relating  to  air  pressure,  wind,  maximum  and  minimum 
temperatures,  sub-soil  temperature,  humidity,  rainfall,  sunshine  and  ultra-violet 
light  will  be  found  on  the  tables  in  this  report.  These  tables  and  notes  are  prepared 
from  the  monthly  register  of  readings  and  observations  taken  in  Bognor  Regis,  and 
submitted  monthly  to  the  Meteorological  Office  and  the  Simlight  League. 

Sunshine. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  during  the  year  1935 
was  1,728.5,  being  56  hours  below  the  average  of  the  ten  years,  1924-33.  The  average 
amount  of  bright  sunshine  each  day  during  the  year  was  4.72  hours  and  the  total 
number  of  sun  recorded  days,  314.

Notes  on  the  Weather  of  1935. 

Notew'orthy  features  of  the  year  were  the  frosts  and  sleet  of  mid-May,  the  low 
rainfall  of  January,  March  and  July,  the  warm,  sunny  and  dry  period  from  21st  Jime 
to  21st  August,  and  the  excessive  and  frecpient  rainfall  of  September,  October, 
November  and  December.  During  these  n^onths,  precipitation  was  recorded  on 
87  days,  giving  a total  rainfall  for  the  four  months  of  19.95  inches  and  making  an 
abnormal  total  of  38.16  inches  for  the  year,  compared  with  an  average  of  30.46  for 
the  ten  years,  1924-33,  and  the  low  rainfall  of  the  ])revious  year,  1934,  of  28.96. 

JANUARY. — In  sharp  contrast  to  the  heavy  rainfall  of  December  in  the  previous 
year,  January  was  distinguished  by  marked  deficiency  of  rainfall,  the  total 
of  the  montli  being  .85  inch,  over  two  inches  below  the  average.  Mean 
temperature  was  slightly  below  average  and  sunshine  above.  Groimd  frosts 
were  recorded  on  17  nights,  there  were  slight  falls  of  snow'  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  12th,  27th  and  28th  and  intermittent  sleet  on  the  25th. 

FEBRUARY. — Was  mild  and  wet,  rainfall  of  the  month  (3.88  inches)  being  1.8 
inch  above  the  average.  Precipitation  in  measurable  amount  was  recorded 
on  20  days,  mean  temperature  was  2.5°  above  the  ten  yearly  average.  Sun- 
shine was  deficient,  shewing  a daily  mean  of  2.4  hours,  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  3 hours  for  the  past  ten  years.  There  were  slight  fallsof  snow  on 
the  7tlr,  8th  and  10th  and  sleet  on  the  6th.  A thunder.storm  with  heavy  hail 
and  sleet  occurred  at  7 hour  on  the  25th.  Ground  frosts  were  recorded  on 
11  occasions. 

MARCH. — The  month  was  unusually  dry,  with  preeijutation  in  measurable  quantities 
on  11  days  only,  giving  a total  of  .91  inch,  compared  with  a ten  yearly  average 
of  1.41  inch.  Temperature  was  slightly  above  the  average.  Mild  conditions 
prevailed  in  the  second  half  of  the  month,  temperatures  varying  during  the 
month  from  a minimum  of  34°  on  the  9th  to  a maximum  temperature  of  61° 
on  the  24th.  A cold  spell  occurred  from  the  8th-llth,  with  falls  of  snow  on 
each  day. 
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Al’HIL. — An  unusually  wet  A|)iil  for  llio  clistiict,  tlin  total  rainfall  of  3.51  inches 
l>einj;  tlu*  liiglicst  total  for  this  month  during  the  pa.st  J1  years,  with  i)re- 
(■i[)itation  in  measurable  amount  recorded  on  18  da_ys.  Sunshine  was  about 
the  average,  and  good  daily  records  of  over  ten  hours  were  secured  on  the 
33id,  24th.  2bth  and  27tb.  There  wei  e falls  of  snow  and  sleet  on  the  3rd  and 
hail  on  the  5th. 

MAY. — The  first  half  of  tlie  month  was  diy,  and  mild,  followed  by  a cold  spell  from 
the  12th-lSlth,  with  sliowers  of  sleet  on  the  14th  and  17th.  Rain  fell  in 
measurable  amount  on  !)  days  only,  but  the  monthly  total  was  little  below 
the  average,  owing  to  a heavy  fall  of  .!)7  inch  during  the  night  of  the  19th  and 
20th.  and  a .severe  thunderstorm  with  hail  and  rain  during  18  and  9.30  hour 
on  the  29th,  when  1 .40  inch  was  recorded.  (The  greatest  fall  during  the  year). 
Sunshine  was  slightly  below  normal. 

Jl’NE. — During  the  first  20  days,  only  1 day  vas  without  rainfall,  viz.,  the  8lh. 
'I’he  last  10  days  were  dry  and  bright,  a|)art  from  show  ers  in  the  ev'ening  of  the 
25th.  'I'lu'  monthly  rainfall  total  was  above  the  average,  (lood  .sun, shine 
records  were  secured,  only  one  day  being  sunless,  viz.,  the  20th,  but  the 
monthly  total  was  slightly  below  average.  Mean  temperature  was  above  the 
average. 

.Jl’LV, — The  month  was  dry  and  warm,  with  an  excess  of  .sunshine  giving  a daily 
average  of  8.8  hours.  Mean  teiuja-rature  (03°)  was  above  the  average,  rainfall 
(.41)  below  average.  A thunderstorm  occurred  during  the  night  of  the  llth- 
12th. 

Al'CJl’iST. — On  the  whole,  warm  and  dry,  tlu*  fir.st  half  of  the  month,  apart  from 
rainfall  on  the  12th,  dry  but  cloudy.  There  was  a s])ell  of  bright  cloudless 
days  fr(.>m  the  19th-22nd,  broken  in  the  early  houis  of  the  23rd  by  a thunder- 
storm, theivafter  tlu'  weather  was  unsettled,  with  continuous  rain  (.87  inch) 
on  the  24th  and  heavy  rainfall  on  the  30th  (1.21  inch).  Of  the  monthly 
total  ('f  3.34  inches,  over  3 inches  wawe  recoided  during  the  last  10  tlays  of  the 
month.  Temperature  slightly  above  and  sunshine  in  excess  of  the  average 
of  the  i)ast  10  years.  Higbe.st  .sunshine  record  of  the  year  was  during  this 
montb,  viz.,  15.3  hours  on  the  20th. 

iSEPTKMRER. — The  montb  was  unsettled  and  wet,  with  rain  on  25  days,  and  a 
monthly  total  of  4.18  inches,  com|)ared  with  the  10  yearly  avei'agc  of  2.(34 
inches.  A .severe  gale  occurred  during  the  night  of  the  l(3th-17th,  and  a 
thunder.storm  about  21  hour  on  the  28th.  kSunshinc  was  slightly  below'  the 
average. 

UCTUBEK.-Tl  le  un.scttled  weather  of  Septemlter  continued  into  October.  Thunder 
was  recorded  at  15  hour  on  the  l.st  and  thunderstorms  at  9|  hour  and  22  hour 
on  the  3rd,  and  at  2 hour  on  the  5th.  Rainfall  was  j)articularly  heavy  and 
was  recorded  daily  during  the  first  10  days,  3.72  inches  of  tlu'  monthly  total 
of  4.65  inches  lieing  recorded  during  (his  iteriod.  During  the  remaining  21 
days,  pre<-ipitation  was  recorded  on  15  days.  Notw  ithstanding  the  unsettled 
weather  of  the  montb.  there  were  onl}'  2 sunless  days  and  a monthly  total  of 
105.4  hours  was  recorded. 

NOVEMBER.— The  wette.st  month  of  the  year.  From  the  l.st-22nd,  no  day  was 
withotit  rainfall,  the  2nd  heavie.st  fall  of  the  year  (1.45  inch)  being  recorded 
on  the  7th.  Two  days  only  were  without  rain,  viz.,  the  23rd  and  24th. 
Sunshine  was  recorded  on  22  days,  the  number  of  sunless  days  (8)  being 
unusual  for  the  district. 

DECEMBER. — Fn.settlcd  and  dull,  with  rainfall  on  19  days.  Sunshine  below  the 
average  and  an  unusual  number  of  sunlc.ss  days  (10).  A cold  spell  oceurred 
between  the  18th  and  24th,  with  hoar  frost  on  the  20th,  21st,  22nd  and  23rd. 
'J'hereafter  the  weather  became  milder  with  rain  daily  from  the  24th,  until 
the  end  of  the  month,  3.21  inches  of  the  monthly  total  (4.16  inches)  falling 
during  these  last  9 days.
